2 I'm interested in an experiment. Here it is: 


A while back, here in Dallas, we had a famous ham in the area 
WB5IIR, John Haerle. What made John special was a lot of things 
but one in particular was that he was elmer to a lot of guys and 
gals in the Dallas area. 


Now the way he did this was that he got on the air for one hour 
almost every night of the week on 2M simplex. He had a pretty high 
tower and he was in Frisco about 30 miles or so north of downtown 
Dallas. He would alternate nights first with theory and operating 
procedures for all license classes and then the next night would do 


code practice from 5wpm to 20wpm. 


If you think about this, this is an almost perfect way to get 

people to upgrade and cover a lot of territory at the same time. 

1. Everyone can listen from their own home, thus no travel and rush. 
You can even serve your own favorite snacks etc. 

2. Most hams in this day and age have a 2M rig of some kind (except 
me. I used to but after John got killed by a drunk driver I just 
kinda gave up on 2M and sold rig a few years ago to a digital 
droid in CO :-) :-) ) Last time I got on 2M someone came 
on one of the Dallas repeaters playing something recorded off 
of Howard Stern radio program - definitely not in good taste.) 
Anyway, I digress again. 

3. I guess if you had interference problems, you could get a "real 
foxhunt going". 

4. You'd surely get a lot of coverage with a good antenna up high. 

5. You can't and don't wanna do this with a repeater, unless you 
owned it and even then someone would give you the devil for 
doing it. 

6. Non-licensed individuals would be able to listen if they could 
borrow or buy a receiver. 

7. You don't have to worry about finding a common ground and 
meeting times, cleanup, security, etc. 

8. Periodically have the copy W1AW, if they have a receiver, 
and you give them the text the same night. Give ‘em CP 
certificates for good copy. (CP-code proficiency) 

9. Have a Q&A period afterwards for those with licenses. 


We could work on, with the technical expertise of this group, 
the best way to generate and play code into a FM xmtr. It is 
legal to generate audio practice for this purpose on 2M. 


Something to think about in your area. Team up, make it a club 
project. DO IT. Get a good game plan, either using ARRL or 
W5YI materials or combo, and maybe a eye-to-eye session once a 
month to do hands on soldering, tuning rigs, etc. Heck be 
creative. 


First person on this list to get the TT rig, let us know about it's 
quality, etc. Surely TenTec isn't about to let his slip by. 

I don't have the issue in front of me, it's at work, but something 
like $195 with digital display, split operation, etc. Microprocessor 
based probably using the same technology that is in the Scout. 


OK, enough already. 


While typing this into the computer, worked 8 stations outta 
8 calls. Got lucky. One C02 (Cuba, not Carbon Dioxide :-) ).

On page 65 of February issue of QST. There is an 
antenna article (one pager) by Bill Wright, GOFAH, 
of London England. Title of article is "Four Bands, 
Off Center". Two lengths of 23' and 46' wire fed 

by 300 ohm or 450 ohm ladder line with balun. 


This antenna is very close to what I have and have been 
using for over a year from the Dallas QTH. My end 
corresponding to his 46' is more like 90', but I can 
attest to the value of such an antenna. 


Look at my success (well, in my mind 200+ contacts 

at 0.95W) on 30M last summer. I use a MFJ-941C tuner 
and I'll let you know how the St. Louis Tuner is gonna 
do on the same antenna. 


Not bragging here, but for those of you who are wanting 
a cheap antenna this one is it. Look, about 55' or 111' 


of feed line you're looking at maybe a total investment 
of $30 or so. Maybe less. Use ladder line, not twinlead!! 
If you don't have a tuner or balun, then yes, more money. 


Mine is up only 3M or so, but hey it works for me. Chuckles 
say's check it out. 


And Bill, GOFAH, thanks for a great article. You guys in G-land 
convey my regards to the chap. A pint on me. 


There is a footnote about 300 ohm ladderline. It is readily 
available here too. I've seen it at hamfests and stores just 
about everywhere now.

A crystal filter at the pre-audio amplifier stage 
of the receiver combined with an outboard DSP is a 
very good combination. This is the set-up that I 
use. 


A DSP alone at the detector stage (such as a 
number of the high-end rigs) is better. I have 
not had the pleasure of putting a built-in DSP 
system through its paces, but have heard much 
praise from those that have. 


A point to remember: Any outboard filter (DSP or 
not) is doing more work less efficiently; it is 
filtering already amplified signals. Filtering 
unwanted signals at the detector stage is best. 


My father has a radio with no built-in, narrow 
filters, but uses an outboard DSP. The set-up 
works well for him. 


If you don't want to spring for both, go for the 
outboard DSP. It will be useful on SSB and CW 
(and, perhaps, the other digital modes.)

I've been reading the mail on CW operation of two-meter FM rigs, like the 
Ten-Tec kit, and the problems inherrent. It would be simple to build a keying 
circuit into the radio to key the final. For ten years or so I operated CW 
beacons on six and two. The transmitters used were FM transmitter strips made 
by Hamtronix. We simply broke the emitter line of the final and keyed it with 
a transistor. Worked great. The only problem we had was some amount of 
back-wave (bleed through) which we never totally resolved. It was, however, 
acceptable and is still in operation, under WB5LUA's call now.

On 1/17, Paulette Quick <plquick@factstaff.wisc.edu> quoted a Newsline 
report: 


> Then there's the Newsline Report that says that the Technician class now 
> accounts for "a little over 41% of all radio amateurs licensed." 


Newsline continues to say that "from December of 1994 to December of 1995 
some 41,244 people joined the ranks of radio amateurs with the majority 
-- 30,195 -- being no-code Techs. And very few of the newcomers are 
bothering to upgrade. There were about 129,500 Technician class hams who 
had passed a code test in the FCC's records in 1991 when the code free 
Technician was introduced. Now, almost five years later, there are only 
about 139,500 coded Techs. In other words, in the five years since 
no-code licensing was introduced, only 10,000 or so no-coders have 
bothered to upgrade." 


VV VV VV VV V 


This has been bothering me. If the quote is accurate, then Newsline has 
erred and may have - intentionally or not - spread disinformation (read: 
propaganda). Given just the numbers above, it is INVALID to conclude that 
10,000 no-coders have bothered to upgrade. It does not differentiate 
between hams who entered as Novices and upgraded to Tech Plusses in 1991 or 
thereafter, nor does it account for no-coders who may have upgraded to 
license classes higher than Tech Plus, nor does it indicate in any way how 
many Tech Minuses who passed a code exam. 


There may be no way to know the current license class distribution of hams 
who entered as Tech Minuses. I do not believe the necessary data is 
available in the FCC database. This does not, however, justify flawed 
logic. 


My problem is not that I disagree with their assertion, but a journalistic 
entity such as Newsline has an implicit responsibility to draw valid 
conclusions, particularly when they derive numbers to support them, and 
especially for an issue as important to their audience. Actually, I DO 
disagree but have no hard data to support my conclusion, either. 


I will go out on a limb and assert that someone is trying to influence, by 
less than honorable means, the IARU and WARC proceedings which are on the 
horizon. That would be a perversion of the press and free speech. And 
that, friends, is what scares me. 


The price of freedom is vigilance.

I AM VERY INTERESTED TOO. I have checked a number of synthesized 2m rigs for 
possible use as CW rigs for cheap access to satellites. Most of them are 
unsatisfactory because they use one synthesizer for receive and transmit. 
When the rig is keyed, (using the mic or ptt, of course) the synthesizer 
changes to the transmit frequency. Since the designers were not concerned 
with CW, they immediately key the rig and the last few hundered hz. of VCO 
swing is transmitted (that's chirp to you CW ops :-). Be nice to find an 
inexpensive 2m rig that didn't have this problem. Multimode rigs are big 
bucks on 2m. A TenTec transverter like their 6m one for 2m would be perfect 
(especially at $100!). QRP is all that is needed for birds like RS-10. The 
new phase III satellite, due for launch late this year will be a QRPers 
dream. So, whoever gets one of these, check it out with a local 2m SSB/CW op 
and let us know. If it's a kit, it might be not too difficult to create a 
proper keying circuit. 


Of course, none of the above diatribe applies to MCW.

My comment: why bother with the top diode (the one across the relay contacts)? 
The diode to the relay coil will insure that it only gets energized if the 
input polarity is correct. 


Personally, I have used series reverse-protection diodes (first Ge power 


rectifiers giving about 0.6V drop, now Shottky rectifiers giving 0.3V drop 
or less [used up all my 1N92's...]) in my rigs (and accessories) for years. 
No blown fuses and very little effect on output power (heck -- what's 0.1 
Watt or so among friends??). 


Note: Even with a series diode, it is good practice to have a fuse in series 
with the power supply line in case something else go amiss. (Right, Chuck??)

Maybe this has been discussed before, but it concerns me a bit when Newsline 
or other sources lament the lack of upgrading beyond the entry level. With 
respect 

to the situation of today's Technician-class licensee versus that of, say, 
1965 when 

I was first licensed - back then, it seemed to me that there was very little 
going on 

on the bands above 30 mHz. In fact, many of those who became Techs then were 
doing so for an alternative reason. They were Novices who were forced into 
the move 

to Tech because their one-year, non-renewable license term was nearing the 
end, and 

they had to upgrade to avoid losing their callsign and going off the air. 


Today, there's much more to 50 mHZ and beyond than yakking on the repeater 
with the 

locals. I'd compare the interest in, and increasing use of, packet radio 
with that of the 

Internet. Other than that, there's EME, weak-signal work, spread spectrum, 
satellites, 

well...you get the idea. I developed an interest in VHF/UHF and the 
frequencies above 

as well as in QRP work on HF. 


For those of us who have been hams for some years (I just joined QCWA) it 
may seem 

that HF and DX really define ham radio. Thus, we worry when we don't see 
entry-level 

licensees pursuing a higher-class ticket. 


Just some thoughts...I'd be interested in anyone else's comments.

Yes, but the intrinsic diode can handle a lot of current--typically far 
more than would be available through all the back-biased circuitry in the 
transceiver. The body diodes on some devices are rated at near the 
current-handling capability of the MOSFET itself. As long as all of the 
reverse-bias paths have some resistance (even 20 to 100 ohms would probably 
be enough to protect the MOSFET's body diode) then you're home free. 


>The power FET HAS a voltage drop. 


Yes, but the drop can be very small. Take the IRF9Z30, for example: it's 
Rds is only 0.14 ohms. If your transmitter drew 300mA on transmit (typical 
for the Sierra at 2W output), that's a voltage drop of only 0.04V, which is 
completely negligible. This P-channel fet can dissipate up to 18 amps, 
continuous, so I don't think you'll fry the body diode in the reverse 
connection unless your transceiver has nearly zero ohms of back-biased 
resistance. And it's only a $1.75 in quantity. 


>A PNP transistor "draws current" to work. 
Of course, but since receive-mode current requirements are low, you only 
need to turn the PNP transistor on hard during transmit. At other times 


you can probably get by with 1 or 2 mA, assuming an Hfe of around 25 to 50. 


I know of PNP pass transistors with drops as low as 0.2V at 300mA, such as 
the PN5142 (National). This would be a good choice for a 2W-class CW rig. 


Admittedly, I haven't tried this yet, but I will :)

Somehow my original point was lost, that only 0.3V is dropped across a 
shottky diode, not 0.7V. Don't use a 1N4001 -- use a 1N5817/5818/5819. 
The lost TX power is negligible (around 0.3 dB). 


If you want no voltage drop at all across the pass device, forget the 
relay, which draws current, and just use a saturated series pass device 
like a P-channel MOSFET ("high-side switch"). No gate current, nearly zero 
voltage drop from source to drain, cheaper than a relay by far, and much 
smaller, too.

Thanks for your comments in support no-coders. Good show. I think no-coders 
often become know-coders later on, if we treat them right. And if they don't 
all become HF and CW enthusiasts exactly like ourselves, so what? 


I think for Amateur radio to survive, we hams will have to leave our "mode 
biases" and biases about age, gender, class of license and so on behind. 
United we stand and all that. When any of our bands are threatened we have 
to defend them, even if we personally "don't like" a mode or a band. 
Several years ago when we were going to lose all of 220, I once heard an 
inebriate on a 145 MHz repeater offer the expert opinion: "Oh, 220? That's 
a lousy band, good riddance". 


I will say something about the unjust and crappy treatment no-coders are 
victims of: 


Once, I listened as a young person checked in on a repeater. The poor kid 
had a slightly nervous quiver in his voice and I could tell he was new and 
probably his first QSO over a repeater. (We've all been there once!) Being 
nervous, the young man missed some very minor radio procedures that sane or 
sober people would not bother to correct. Before the young man could put the 
mike down, some elderly grouch with raw hate in his voice read the poor kid 
the "riot act" over the air. The kid was called "no-code lid" and "CB'er" 
more than once in the harangue. Reality check! What gives? What happened 
to the "Elmer" tradition? This was a new hams first QSO and some 
small-minded, anal-retentive old jerk wanted to spoil it for him because the 
kid was "one 'o them no-coders". 


Ten years ago, I spent a lot of time with a mobile direction-finder defending 
two-meter repeaters against pirates and jammers. An interesting thing I 
noticed was that many of the potty-mouths and jammers turned out to be fully 
grown General, Advanced and Extra hams who (if income, years as a ham or 
license class meant anything) should know better. Quite often the jamming 
and bootlegging was blamed on kids, minorities and no-coders by the 
perpetrators.

Some of the 
volunteers in my police department's Hamwatch program are no-coders, others 
are come from different Amateur license classes and are interested in a wide 
array of modes and bands. All are good hams and valuable to the program. 


I have yet to see this "alien horde of no-code invaders from CB" arrive, and 
indeed I have heard CB'ers who are better operators than some of those hams 
who are so quick to denounce the no-coders as CB'ers. 


Welcome no-coders! Don't let a few losers without a life get to you.

Well I did indeed buy & build a TenTec 6M xvrtr. However, I must confess I 
haven't worked anyone with it yet. I haven't had time to put up a decent 
antenna yet. I have everything I need except the round tuit. 


My impressions are that it's a high quality kit. Good design, good parts, 
excellent manual, decent price. I get just under 10W out, measured on my OHR 
wattmeter into a Heathkit Cantenna. I built it for 5W input but it seems to 
develop full output whether fed from my Cascade on SSB or from my NN1G cw 
xcvr which puts out about 1.25W. Then again, the input power doesn't 
determine output power as it would with an amp, you just gotta get enough RF 
into it to mix with the LO to get 50MHz. 


I'm thinking of homebrewing a 3 el beam (never had a beam before) when I 
have time (and find that elusive round tuit). 


Before I decided to go for it, I asked the list for experiences/opinions and 
received nothing but positive replies. 


I saw their ad in Feb QST and must admit that the 6M FM kit that will be 
available in a couple months looks awfully tempting...

Actually, this is a hold over from the CB linear ban. The old "wideband" 
"amateur" linear amps would cover 3.5 - 30 mhz. and were used almost 
exclusively for CB. They were banned. Typical of govermental regulations, 
they covered all the way to 6m so that some "innovative" manufacturer 
couldn't make a "6 meter" linear amp that coincidentally worked at 11 
meters. Hence the ban inclusion of 6m. You can buy a rig with a built-in 
power module that runs up to legal limit but not an external amp that works 
from a low power exciter. It's also legal to make an amplifier that requires 
100 watts or so to drive it since that could not be used with a 5 watt CB 


rig. Since 624 apparently makes a kit that works on 6m it must be OK to sell 
a kit to a licensed amateur. 


I am sure there is something else about the wording I missed but that's the 
pertinent points.
